tights before they could go in swim­ 
ming. 
In Eastern bathing resorts peo­ 
ple did not expect to be shocked at 
the sight of bathers in trunks, and he 
could not see why Oaklanders should 
be so squeamish. 


Commodore 
Blow suggested that 


Mr. Wheaten don his bathing trunks 
and show himself to the committee, 
but Mr. Wheaten declined. 


"Your 
mothers, 
sisters 
and lady 
friends do not approve of your methods 


of dress at the clubhouse," cried Com­ 
modore Blow. 


"Oh, 
yes they do," came in chorus 
from the assembled Columbians. • 


Professor Soule told some thrilling 
tales of Columbia young men in a boat, 


who rowed past a boatload of ladies. 


The 
young men were naked as far 
down as the side of the boat permitted 
a view of them. 
Then the 
professor 
recalled instances of young men on the 
Columbia boathouse balcony with only 
a crash towel for protection from the 
weather.

School. 
Some of the members of the 
Board raised the question that Boke 
had retired after receiving eight weeks' 
pay for six weeks' work. 
He was ap­ 
pointed to the place in the Oakland 
High School at the commencement of 
the present school term. 
Boke does 
not relish the criticisms. 
He says: 


"As it is not flsual for a man to be ac­ 
cused of defrauding a person or firm 


of a just debt until at least a formal 
demand 
for the payment has been 
made and the payment refused. I 
consider myself justified in asking the 
Board of Education why my name is 
given to the public with the aspersion 


of dishonorable conduct upon it until 
I have been notified of my, indebted­ 
ness to the city of Oakland and have 
refused to settle the claim." 


Professor Boke has requested 
the 
Board to foiward its account against 
him. 
He says he made no claim for 
a September salary and did not re­ 
ceive an overplus of salary. 
"I re 
ceived two 
payments," he explains, 
"equaling a trifle over seven weeks' 
salary for a* time lacking two days of 
being seven weeks' service."

Case Dismissed. 


Finally the parties got together and 
told Everson that if he would aeed the

Mr. Kelly was called, and testified 
that he had purchased the property 
from Everson, knowing that he had 
given a forrrier deed, but as the condi­ 
tions had not been complied with he 
agreed to pay all of his bills and take 
the property in lieu thereof, the further 
condition being that when he could 
sell the property the balance of the 
money would be paid to Everson. 


Frank Gimbel stated that he had 
loaned Everson $40 and when he saw 
other people placing attachments upon 
the property he gave it to Officer Neil- 
son to attach also. 
That finally an 
agreement was made between Everson, 
Judge Penwell, and Judge Lord that 
he should get his money just as soon 
as Jud^e Lord sold Everson's property, 
Everson having made a deed to Judge 
Lord for such purpose. 
He had tried 
to sell the property and had sold it but 
fouud out that Everson had sold the 
property again and he had him airested 
because he thought he would lose his 
money. 
, 


The attorney for the defendant then 
asked that the case be dismissed as no 
intent to defraud had been shown. 


Justice Lawrence said that there had 
not been any evidence of fraud proven 
and he dismissed the case and ordered 
the defendant discharged.

One is not quite sure that the religi­ 
osity of the Scotch makes them so mnch'] 
more virtuous than people who pay less 
attention to "the means of grace." Bnt 
while it cannot readily be proved that 
they have more of the positive virtues 
than their neighbors there is at least j 
some reason to believe that they are 
freer from a few of the ogly vices than 
their southern cousins, although whou 
the Scot is bad he is very bad. When he 
gives way to drink, for instance, he 
runs to great lengths. 
Bnt it will be 
found that there is mnch less wife beat­ 
ing (there being nothing in Scotland at 
all resembling the frightful practice of 
"clogging" 
known 
in 
Lancashire 
towns), much less cruelty to children, 
much nioro kindliness and fellow feel­ 
ing among the Scottish people than 
among the English, while at the samo 
time the Scotch are not nearly so clan­ 
nish as the Irish, the Jews or the Chi­ 
nese. 


In his poem on "Nothing" Rochestor 
hasclassed "Scotch civility" along with 
"French truth" and "Hibernian loaru- 
ing" as being nonexistent. Even Walter 
Scott causes Mr. Oweii to speak of n 
typical Scot liko Baijio Nicol Jarvio, as 
"that cross grained cjabstick of the 
Saltmarket,'' and are we not told that 
the term "Scot" as well as "Gael,'' de­ 
rived from a word for "wind," means 
"the violent, stormy people?" In spite 
of all this and much more to the nn:uo 
end the Scot, take him all in nil, is not 
fairly chargeable with being lucking in 
courtesy. 
The word "couthy" (the op­ 
posite or positive of "uncouth," diniiu 
ntived by the addition of the terminal 
" y " ) , 
signifying a combination of oniet 
kindliness and sweetness of manner, has 
no English equivalent, and thus would 
seem to indicate a peculiarly Scotch 
quality, which, it may bo said, tends to 
wane considerably with the growth of 
commercialism, giving place to a brus- 
qnery peculiarly the outcome of the 
"rush" of business, and what Carlyle 
called the "mere cash nexus" between 
man and man. 


Scottish speech abounds in what may 
be called pet words, which would seem 
to testify that, whether the Scotch be 
stormy and sharp tongned or not. they 
can, upon occasion, be as insinuatingly 
smooth tongned as the wily Italian him 
self.—Westminster "Review.
